estions related to nearly all 
lypos of high schools in the Wo- 
man! an educational system. All 
in. all. the rocent session bro- 
ught together nearly 600 pupors 
authored by pupils from high 
■chools in major towns — uni- 
versity centres but also tn smal- 
ler towns and even villages. 

Farad oxlcally, despite (his 
lirge number of papers, the 
participants had to cover a ra- 
ther difficult road to gel there.

ue, will cli started later — take 
place every year. As a rule, 
Olympiads in 1'u ml ament at sub- 
jects (miillu’iualtci, physics nnd 
chemistry) ;\rc urgnitlzed in Ju- 
ly, at t lie end of every lu-ude- 
inlu year. 

This year Ihe inn(liiunni|r!i 
competition has reached Its 2!Hli 
edition (tliu oldest), the chemis- 
try onu its 20(h edition, whllo 
tho physics ono the ISlii dis- 
play. Ho mania Is among (lie few 
countries fn Ilia world which 
sent representatives to ull the.so 
editions and at all every dlsci- 
play. 

Over the last 3—1 years tho 
Romanian representatives have 
regularly won the first places. 
Let us recall them. All tho six 
Romanian participants In the 
Helsinki Olympiad of Mathe- 
matics (1985) wan tho flrsf pla- 
00, with Romania finishing 
first In the unofficial standings 
Including another 30 countries. 
Tho performance was repented 
by the mathemnllolnns in Sofia 
.and Athens (at the Balkan Con- 
tests), Wnrsnw nnd Ilavann (In- 
ternational Olympiads). Physi- 
cian!) and chemists also registe- 
red very good results. 

This year ttio Romanian stu-

On May 5, 1955, when the great Romanian musi- 
cian George Enescu passed away, the Grand Na- 
tional Assembly qdopted the decision to set up an 
Inter national festival meant to pay homage, every 
three years; to the one who was, as he hlmseli 
put it, "five men in one : composer, violinist, pia- 
nist, conductor and professor". The first edition was, 
held in 1958 ; there followed the editions of 1961, 1964, 1967, 1970, 
1973, 1976, 1979, 1981 (staged one year in advance to mark Geor- 
ge Enescu's birth centennial] and 1985. 

The eleventh edition, scheduled for September 16-26 In Bucha- 
rest will include numerous events (some five or six daily), staged 
in six halls ; the Romanian Athenaeum, the Radiotelevision Concert 
Studio, the Romanian Opera, the National Theatre, the Little Hall 
of the Palace of the Republic, and the George Enescu hall of the 
Clprian Porumbescu Conservatoire. Below we shall try to present a 
summary of the festival's upcoming edition, by musical genres.
